* HUNDREDS DEAD N EARTHQUAKE,

Thousands Are Made Homeless In Southern
Italy.

Rome, (By Cable).—All Tialy is suf-
fering from fperrible depression becduse
of the news from the South, where one
aof the worst earthquakes ever experi-
enced occurred Although  the earth-
quake was felt all over Calabria, and to
a certain extent in Sicily, the worst news
comes from Pireo and Monteleone, and
from 18 villages which are suid to have
been completely destroyed.  According
to the latest news received 370 persons
have been killed amd an even greater
tinmber anjured. Tt is as yet impossible
to even estimate the property losses,
